ANOTHER DOUBLE TRAGEDTY,

A Pennaylvania Buicher Finds His Falthloss
Wife and Both Are Dead.

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., June 26—Walter
Hamp, a butcher from Lancaster, Pa., mur-
dered his wife here to-day and then commit-
ted suicide by shooting himself. About six
month ago Hamp's wife, afler possessing
herself of as much of her husband's money
ns she could get hold of, sbandoned her
home snd fled with one Henry Doerr.
About three months ago they came to this
city and opened a butchershop. They were
loeated here by Hamp and to-day he put in
an sppearance, visited his wife at ber
ing-house and requested her to accompany
him to a justice's office to sign certain deeds,

The justice went out for a few moments,
and during his absence Hamp fired three
balls into his wife’s breast from & revolver,
then, torning the weapon on himself, he
fired & ball into his own brain. Doth died
almost instantly.
